accuracy corrected. One of the three 
stops referred to was due to the break­ 
ing of a (30rd- by which one 
of 
the 
weights was suspended. Another re­ 
sulted from a slight di=arrangement 
of the calendar mechanism, while the 
third was the result of tlie timepiece 
being taken awav to be cleaned. The 
latest stopping was the intentional 
act of Mr. Meigs.

the calendar gained one day , so the 
custodian of the clock called a halt 
for 24 hours in order to set things 
right. 
According to Mr. Meigs, the clerk’s 
office clock has been out of commis­ 
sion not more than ten day s in 38 
y ears.

TINY CLAY PIPES. 


Englishmen Used to Supply the Fair « 
ies with a Smoking Outfit. 
In nearly all local museums in Eng-^ 
land the visitor may see verj’itiny clay 
pipes, generally brok en off at the 
stem, that he is told, after inquiry, 
are ‘"fairy pipes.” 
Often enough, says London 
Tit- 
Bits, gardeners and people ex cavat- 
ing for houso foundations turn these 
pipes up and k eep them as cu­ 
riosities without k nowing what they 
fire. Most of these people say: ""Our 
ancestors must have smok ed very tiny 
pipes—apipes that only held a mere 
whiff." 
In reality these pipes were 
never meant to be smok ed. All the 
early tobacconists in this ^country 


sold them to satisfy a demand of iire 
superstitious. 
In coimtr}’ places in 
particular the friends of any dead 
man wlio had been a smok er would 
fill the small bowl of one of these 
pipes with tobacco, andiput it on the 
coffin as the latter was lowered into 
thegrave, or they would simply throw 
the pipe on to the grave. 
Again, wherever a so-called “fairy 
ring"’ appeared on the turf in a coun­ 
try place, the simple folk s, to appease 
the fairies and pigmies who had made 
the ring during their revels and to 
soothe the 
impish 
little 
people, 
would place fairy pipes full of tobac­ 
co on the spot. The pipes were made 
small partly because they were in­ 
tended for pigmies, and partly be­ 
cause in those days the merest pinch 
of tobacco was a lux ury of price to 
the poor farm laborer or small farmer. 
These fairy pipes become more and 
more scarce, and they always have 
a mark etable value among lovers of 
antiquities. 
Unfortunately, 
they 
are very often thrown away and brok ­ 
en as soon as found, few peopln k now­ 
ing what they really are. 


To Measure Memory. 


Attempts have recently been made 
to “measuro memory.” 
One of the 
ex periments consists in reading a se­ 
ries of figures to the subject at a reg­ 
ular speed of about two per second, 
and observing how many he can re­ 
peat without error in the order in 
which they were given. The faculty 
of voluntary attention is, of course, 
called into play in this ex periment. 
Children from six to eight years old 
retain, on the average, five figures; 
children ten years old, six figures, 
and adults seven figures.

HORSE MEAT MARKET. 


Six Hundred People Sit D ow tttoa 
Eetnark&bie Fesdt. r 


B e r l i n , J an. 9.— Six hundred 
people sat down last night to the 
most remarkable banquet that ev er 
has been giv en in Berlin, 
The 
dishes consisted entirely of ¡horse 
meat, and were serv ed in v arious 
forms. 
The Society for the Pre­ 
v ention of Cruelty to Animals is­ 
sued the inv itations to the din­ 
ner, which was giv en for the pur­ 
pose of demonstrating the nourish­ 
ing and palatable qualities of horse 
meat, thereby causing increased 
consumption of the meat and a 
ready market for old horses. 
This 
would prev ent the owners from 
working the poor animals to death, 
as well fed specimens would bring 
good prices. 
The bill of fare consisted of horse 
soup, pickled horse tongue, filet of 
horse and roast horse. 
All of the 
dishes were nicely prepared and 
weic greatly relished. 
The presiding officer of the so­ 
ciety , 
Priv y Councilor 
Seofeld, 
said 30,000 horses were eaten in 
Berlin last y ear, and that he hoped 
for a large increase in the future. 
Many prominent members of the 
reichstag and of the city council 
were present at the banquet.
